More Veniremen Will 
Be Needed Before the 
Jury Can Be Selected 


Panel of 125 Is Exhausted and Jury for Trial of McNamara 
Brothers Is Not Yet Complete—Defense Objects 
to Questions Put by the Judge 


(Western Associated Press.) 

Los Angeles, Oct, 26.—The last 
veniremen of the 125 summoned for 
jury service in the McNamara mur- 
der case, Was under examination when 
court adjourned late today, and the 
problem of assembling more venire- 
men became iinminent, 

Just hew to oblain more venire men 
Was a question discussed by the op- 
posing counsel tonight. While the de- 
fense declined to state its position, 
it was said that obje@tion might be 
raised to taking ventremen from oth- 
er branches of the Superior Court. 
The alternative seemed to be the 
summoning of a new venire, which 
might take days, This course was con- 
sidered unlikely, The day's work with 
talesmen today, resulted in four chal- 
lenges and four excused. The court's 
aclion in cxeusing Veniremen E. J. 
Mullen marked another of the ecare- 
ful distinctions whieh are coming to 
be frequent in the trial. 

While in no way reflecting on Mul- 
len's honesty in believing he could 
give a fair trial, Fudge Bordwell ruled 
that there was doubt in the mind of 
the court as to whether Mullen would 
be able to do this and the benefit of 
the doubt went to the defendant. 

The defense opposed the release of 
the talesman, W, L. Goward, who said 
when iuterrogated by the chief of 
counsel for McNamara, that he had 
a fixed belief that the Times was de- 
stroyed by a gas explosion, but was 
willlng to convict the defendant if the 
stale showed him to bo guilly beyond 
reasonable doubt and further would 
be willing to accept a demonstration 
by tho state that dynamite caused the 
explosion. 

Judge Bordwell tugx up Coward's 


examination and verifled his provioas 
statement, that lis opinion was form- 


ed after consulting a friend who 
knew about the results of dynamite ex- 
plosion, 

This way of gelling information is 
not excepted by the statules as form- 


ing grounds for challenge as are 
newspaper reports and common — re- 
ports and Coward was released, The 


defense took an exception to the rul- 
ing. 

The attorney for the defense enter- 
ed into a discussion with Judge Bord. 
well over the examination of Tates- 
man A, GC. Winter, arguing that the 
judge interrogated Winter so that the 
talesmen would bo inclined to think 
the court wished him to remain on the 
jury, 


The distriet attorney said it looked 
just the other way to the state and 
the court continued his questions after 
a courteous explanation to counsel 
that his only desire was to get at the 
talesman's state of mind, and that he 
appreeiated his responsibility.
